A Proclawation for the authorizing an vniformitie 


of the Bocke of Common. Prayer to bee vſed 
throughout the Realme. 


2Lchough it cannot bee vn⸗ 
S known to Dur Subiects by 
QVD thefo:zmer Declarations we 
haue publiſhed, what Dur 
Purpoles & pzoccedings haue beene in 
matters of Religion ſince Dur com- 
ming to this Crowne: Bet the lame 
being now by Us reduced to aſetled 
fozme , Wee haue occaſion to repeate 
ſomewhat of that which hath paſſer: 
And how at Dur very firlk entry into 
the Realme, being entertamen and im · 
po2tzaned with Intoꝛmations ot᷑ ſundꝛy 
Miniſters, complaining of the errozs 
and imperfections of the Church here, 
a(well in matter of Doctrine, as of 
Dllcipline: Although We hap no reas 
ſon to pꝛeſume that things were lo far 
amifſe, as was pꝛetended, becauſe Me 
Had ſeene the Kingdome vnder that 
foꝛme of Religion which by Law was 
eſtabliſhed in the vayzes of the late 
Queene of famous memozie, bleſled 
with a peace and pꝛoſyerity, both ex- 
traozdinary and of? mam peeres coutis 
nuance (a ſtrong ettivence that Gay 
was therewith well pleaſed, ) Bet be- 
cauſe the impoꝛtunitie of the Complai- 
ners was great, their affirmations ve- 
Hement , and the zeale wherewith the 
ſame did ſeeme to be accompanied, ve- 
xp ſpecious: Ne were mooued thereby 
to make it Dur occ aſion to viſl 
that vuety which is the chiekeſt of a 
Ningly dueties, that is, to ſettle the af» 
faires ot᷑ Religion, and the Seruice of 
Godbefoze their owne. Which while 
Ne were in hand to Toe, as the conta⸗ 
gion of the ſickneſle reigning in Our cis 
tie of London aus other places, would 
permit an aſſembly of perſons meet foꝛ 
that purpoſe; Some of thole who mil⸗ 
liked the ſtate of Religion here eſtabli 
they , pꝛeſuming moꝛe of Our intents 
then euer Tee gan themcauſe to doe, 
und tranipozted with humour, began 


ſuch pzoceedings, as did rather raiſe a 
ſcanvall in the Church, then take of- 
fence away, Fs; both they vſen fozmes 
of publique ſerumg of God not heere 
allowed, held aſſemblies without Au · 
thoꝛitie, and did other things carying a 
very apparant ſhew of Sedit ion, moꝛe 
then of Zeale: whom Ne reſtrained b 
a fozmer P:oclamation in the mone 
of October laſt, ann gaue intimation of 
the conference Me intended to hee hay 
with as much ſpeede as conueniently 
could bee, fo2 the a——__ of thoſe 
things of the Church, which accoz- 
dingly followed in the moneth of Lany« 
ary laſt at Dur Honour of Hampton 
Court, where befoze Dur Selke, and 
Dur Pꝛiuie Councell were afſembley 
many of the graueſt Biſhops and Pꝛe ;

ere was neuer any thing by the wit 
vf man ſo we l deuiſed, or ſo ſure e- 
tablilhed, which in continaance of 
time hath not deco corruptod as (a- 
ong other things )it may plainely 
ip. oe Common prayers in the Chur 
commonly called Niuine ſetuice. The ſrſt origi- 
nall and ground whereof, if a tnan would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, hee ſhall finde that the 
Cams was not ordained, but of a good purpoſt,and 
for 2 great adoancement of godlineſſe. For they ſo 
ordered the matter, that the whole Bible ( or the 
greateſt part thereof”) ſhonld be read ouer once e- 
nery yeere,intending thereby that the Clergie, and 
ſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters of the Congrega- 
tion» ſhould (by often reading and meditation of 
Gods word) be tured vp to godlineſſe themſeluos, 
and be more able to exhort others by wholeſome 
docirine, and to confute them that were aduerſaries 
to the tructh, And further, that the people by daily 
hearing of «ly Scripture read in $ Courchyſhoul 
centinua'ly prefite more and more in the know- 
ledge of God, and bee the more inflamed with the 
Iouę of his true Religion. But theſe many yeeres 
ſ:d, this godly and decent order of the ancient 
thers hath bin ſo altered, broken, and neglected, 
by planting in vncertain ſtories, legends» reſpords, 
verſes , vaine repetitions, commemorations, and 
ſynodals » that commonly when any booke of the 
- Bible was begun + beforetliree or foure Chapter 
wore read out all the reſt were varcad. And in this 
fort the bocke of Eſay was begun in Adnent, and 
the booke of Geneſrs in <eptuageſima : but they 
wers onely begun, and neuer read thorow. After 
like ſort were other bookes of holy Scripture vſcd. 
& ad morcouer, whereas 2 w — — 
n2uage ſpoken to the e in the C 26 
b mightwoderſjand-and have profit by hearin 
the ſane : the ſeruice in this Church of Engla 
c theſe many yeeres ) bath beene read in Latine to 
the people, which thev vnderſtind not: fo that they 
haue heard with their eares onely, and tlietr heart, 
fpirit and minde haue not beene edifed thereby. 
And ſurt ermore notwithſtanding that the anci- 
ent Fathers haue divided the Plalnes into ſeuen 
portions,wheraf enery one was called a Noctarne: 
nov of late time a few of them haue beene dayl 
taid. æ oſten tepeated, and the toſt vtterly omitted. 
Moreover, the number and hardneſſe of the rules 
ealled the Pye, and the manifold cuanginęs of the 
Seruice, was the cauſe, that to turne the booke one - 
Iy, was fo hard and intricate a matters that many 
times there was more buſincſle to g:deout what 
Niauld be read, then tu rrade it when it was foand 
out. Theſe i ncomeiicnees therfore confideredhere 
is ſet foorth ſack an order, whereby the ſame ſhall 
be redrefſed, Aud for a readiueſſe in this matter, 
here is drawer out a Kalender for that purpoſe,
